The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The prior art has 
shown nucleic acid compounds for the inhibition of HPV and has taught the use of them 
for the treatment of HPV infections. WO 00/09673 discloses SEQ ID NOS: 4 and 68 and 
WO 00/601 15 discloses SEQ ID NO: 51 and US 6,326,174 and 6,174,870 have taught 
how to use nucleic acid molecules to inhibit HPV infections. The prior art has therefore 
destroyed any special technical feature that links the claims. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
